would  be  submitted  in  advance  to  Union  Representatives. 
President  Marshall  Dill  advised  Mr.  Foley  that  the  re-schedu- 
ling was  an  activity  of  the  Municipal  Railway  in  advance  of 
the  recent  decision,  and  unless  emergencies  arose,  the 
Commission  would  abide  by  its  decision.

Landis'  belief  that  the  people  of  the  affected  district  would 
not  find  the  curtailment  as  severe  as  on  first  thought  and 
urged  that  the  revised  schedule  be  given  a  fair  trial.  The 
Commission  acquiesced  in  the  request  for  consideration  of  the 
matter  at  its  meeting  of  February  24,  1948,    Vice  President

Mr.  Sapiro  contended  that  the  primary  function  of  the  Com- 
mission was  to  consider  service  uppermost,  the  lessening  of 
revenues  or  question  of  profit,  being  secondary. 

In  the  development  of  his  first  point,  Mr.  Sapiro  stated  that 
the  curtailment  now  existing  deprives  the  residents  of  the 
Sunset  District  of  the  only  direct  transportation  system  to 
the  downtown  area  and  that  this  curtailment  was  made  without 
any  alternatives  that  he  had  previously  suggested  to  the 
Commission.      On  his  second  point,  he  contended  that  any  form 
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of  shuttle  service  was  not  in  the  interests  of  proper  service, 
a  service  to  which  the  people  of  his  district  was  entitled. 
He  also  contended  that  loss  of  revenues  to  the  Municipal  Rail- 
way in  the  operation  of  the  Sunset  Bus  was  largely  a  myth  in 
that  the  Railway  failed  to  give  proper  credit  to  this  line,  re 
transfers  and  fare  collections  made  by  collectors  at  Mason 
and  Market  Street;  he  termed  it  a  "paper  loss  only*1. 

Mr,  Sapiro  introduced  Mrs.  Josephine  Kelley,  who  presented  to 
the  commission  a  petition  containing  9468  signatures  of  the 
district  protesting  curtailment  of  service, 

Mr.  Fraser  Cudworth,  President  of  the  Irvington  Street  Merchants 
Association,  Mr.  Angelo  Rolando  of  the  Noriega  Street  Merchants 
Association,  Mr,  Frank  Flynn  of  the  Seabright  Improvement 
Association,  Mr.  Chas.  wood,  a.  F.  of  L.  Carmens  Union,  Mr. 
Henrys.  Foley,  c.  I.  0.  Carmens  Union,  former  Supervisor 
Andrew  Gallagher  and  others  endorsed,  and  supported  Mr.  Sapiro fs 
remarks . 

President  Philip  read  the  following  statement: 

0 

"The  Public  Utilities  Commission  is  in  full  accord  with 
Mayor  Elmer  E.  Robinsonrs  determination  that  Public  Utility 
Services  be  improved,  particularly  the  service  of  the  public 
transit  system. 

"The  Commission  has  full  confidence  in  the  Manager  of 
Utilities,  Mr.  James  H.  Turner  and  his  staff.    It  will  con- 
tinue to  support  them  in  those  policies  which  have  prior 
aporoval  of  the  commission  and  which  are  directed  to  the 
betterment  of  those  facilities  under  its  jurisdiction. 

"The  Commission  finds  a  great  many  efficiencies  prevail- 
ing throughout  the  Public  Utility  Service.    There  are,  of 
course,  substantial  improvements  needed.    These  will  be  made 
as  quickly  as  possible,  public  patience  and  cooperation  per- 
mitting. 

"The  Commission  has  not  agreed  to  or  made  any  basic  change 
in  past  or  present  fundamental  policies  and  if  and  when  it 
does  so,  such  changes  will  be  announced  before  conclusions  are 
made  in  order  that  public  comment  or  hearings  will  have  its 
voice  in  the  final  outcome. 

"The  Commission  will  and  must  make  changes.  Progress 
cannot  be  made  otherwise. 

"The  Commission  will  take  into  consideration  every 
technical  advice  and  cooperation  afforded,  but  it  cannot  and 
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will  not  transfer  Its  charter  obligations  and  responsibilities 
insofar  as  final  decisions  are  concerned  on  fundamental  policy. 

"The  Commission  is  desirous  of  cooperating  with  all 
other  departments  of  city  government  and  will  strictly  adhere 
to  and  recognize  the  responsibility  that  these  Departments 
have  in  relation  to  specific  phases  of  Public  Utilities  Com- 
mission operations  and  we,  in  turn,  ask  for  and  hope  to  re- 
ceive cooperation  on  their  part.    Cooperation  is  a  bilateral, 
not  a  one-sided,  action. 

fTTt  is  our  firm  belief  that  betterment  can  be  achieved; 
that  the  public  interest,  as  well  as  commercial  and  labor 
interests,  in  the  welfare  of  our  Public  Utilities  and  our 
community  can,  must  and  will  be  served 

"Constructive  criticism  is  welcome,  but  we  must  not  per- 
mit any  obstruction  of  the  development  of  the  best  service 
possible  coincident  with  a  balanced  economy  of  operation." 

In  commenting,  President  Philip  Land  is  stated  that  he 
personally  inspected  transportation  in  the  district;  it  was 
his  belief  that  an  adequate  transportation  system  cannot  be 
developed  without  transfers,  that  the  basic  transportation 
system  in  the  district  still  exists,  and  that  necessary  changes 
were  made  only  affecting  travel  in  the  evening  hours  and  on 
Sundays  and  holidays,  and  that  these  changes  were  made  in  the 
interest  of  economy.    It  was  questionable  if  the  curtailment 
was  proving  a  severe  hardship  for  the  district,  this  in  the 
light  of  lesser  patronage;  the  Commission  at  all  times  will 
give  sincere  consideration  on  the  existing  basis  now  pre- 
vailing.   His  hearers  were  reminded,  that  transportation  in 
°an  Francisco  must  be  viewed  on  an  over-all  basis  commensurate 
with  availability  of  equipment  revenues,  etc.    The  Sunset 
District  was  only  one  of  m#Jf  districts  in  San  Francisco  de- 
sirous of  transportation  improvements. 

President  Philip  Landis  and  Vice  President  Ackerman, 
at  the  close  of  the  meeting,  stated  that  there  were  many 
factors  to  be  considered;  they  were  impressed  by  the  state- 
ments made,  but  the  Commission  could  not  accede  to  the  peremp- 
tory demand  of  Mr.  Sapiro  demanding  immediate  restoration 
of  full  service  on  the  Sunset  Express  Line.

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THEREFORE,  BE  IT  RESOLVED,  That  the  Manager  of  Utilities 
be  and  he  is  hereby  directed  to  negotiate  terms  with  the  said 
pacific  Gas  and  Electric  Company  to  protect  the  City  from 
any  loss  that  may  be  occasioned  by  such  deferments. 


—RESOLUTION  NO,  8782- 

WHEREAS,  deficient  precipitation  during  this  season  en- 
dangers the  cityTs  water  supply  and  deliveries  to  irriga- 
tionists  required  by  the  Raker  Act;  and, 

WHEREAS '  this  water  shortage  has  necessitated  reduction 
of  electrical  generation  at  the  CityTs  Moccasin  Powerhouse; and 

WHEREAS '  the  pacific  Gas  and  Electric  Company,  who  nor- 
mally furnishes  supplementary  electricity  to  make  up  deficien- 
cies in  the  Hetch  Hetchy  electric  generation*  is  unable  to 
fully  supply  its  customers  because  of  the  water  shortage  on 
its  system  culminating  in  an  order  by  the  California  Public 
Utilities  commission  requiring  curtailment  of  delivery  to  its 
customers  as  well  as  lowering  of  voltage  and  rrequency: 

THEREFORE,  BE  IT  RESOLVED,  That  usage  of  electricity  by 
municipal  departments  be  curtailed  in  accordance,  in  so  far  as 
practicable  with  the  conservation  schedules  of  the  California 
Public  Utilities  Commission  in  its  Emergency  Rules  and  Regula- 
tions C-l,  C-2,  C-3,  C-4,  C-5,  C-6,  C-7  and  C-8,  dated 
February  24,  1948,  and  that  the  Manager  and  Chief  Engineer 
of  the  Bureau  of  Light,  Heat  and  Power  be  empowered  to  en- 
force this  provision;  and, 

BE  IT  FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  the  Manager  and  Chief 
Engineer  of  the  Hetch  Hetchy  Water  Supply,  Power  and  Utilities 
Engineering  Bureau  be  empowered  to  negotiate  with  other 
electric  customers  of  the  Hetch  Hetchy  Power  Division  for 
similar  curtailment  of  electric  service;  and, 

BE  IT  FURTHER  RESOLVED f  That  this  curtailment  may  be 
reduced  or  terminated  when  the  Manager  of  Utilities  deter- 
mines that  the  present  emergency  conditions  are  sufficiently 
relieved.

WHEREAS ,  in  that  certain  agreement  dated  November  22, 
1943,  the  Directors  of  the  Modesto  Irrigation  District,  the 
Directors  of  the  Turlock  Irrigation  District,  and  the  Public 
Utilities  Commission  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco 
did  formally  agree  to  continue  the  development  of  the 
Tuolumne  River  by  cooperating  in  the  building  of  the  Cherry

WHEREAS,  the  Public  Utilities  Commission,  by  Resolution 
No»  5977  >  dated  January  31,  1944,  approved  the  continued 
cooperation  with  said  Irrigation  Districts,  and  including  the 
Corps    of  Engineers  as  regard  to  Flood  Control;  and, 

WHEREAS,  the  Federal  Government,  by  the  Flood  Control 
Act  of  December  22,  1944 »  has  authorized  the  payment  of  a  sum 
estimated  at  $5>8oo,000  for  the  operation  of  the  storage 
facilities  of  the  City  and  of  the  Districts,  present  and 
future,  on  the  Tuolumne  River  watershed  for  flood  control 
purposes;  and, 

WHEREAS,  additional  storage  facilities  will  be  required 
to  meet  the  needs  of  the  City  and  Districts  for  domestic  water 
supply,  irrigation  and  electric  power  purposes,  and  for  flood 
control;  and, 

WHEREAS f  it  has  been  determined  that  the  immediate  con- 
struction of  the  Cherry  River  Project  will  serve  the  best  in- 
terest of  all  parties;  and, 

WHEREAS »  it  is  now  necessary  to  define  the  needs  and  res- 
ponsibilities of  each  partv  in  both  the  Cherry  River  Project 
and  the  New  Don  Pedro  Project; 

NOW,  THEREFORE,  BE  IT  RESOLVED,  That  the  City  of  San 
Francisco  for  adequate  compensation  from  the  Federal  Govern- 
ment, will  operate  its  storage  facilities  on  the  Tuolumne 
River  watershed,  present  and  future,  jointly  with  those  of  the 
Modesto  and  Turlock  Irrigation  Districts  for  flood  control, 
in  addition  to  their  primary  function  of  conservation,  in  ac- 
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cordance  with  the  following  general  conditions: 

(1)  All  funds  received  from  the  Federal  Government  as 
authorized  for  this  project  in  the  Federal  Flood  Control  Act 
of  1944,  enacted  as  Public  Law  534,  shall  be  used  for 

(a)  providing  suitable  flood  control  facilities  in  present 
Don  Pedro  Dam; 

(b)  Construction  of  the  Cherry  Valley  Dam: 

(c)  Construction  of  Cherry-Eleanor  Tunnel: 

(d)  Installing  spillway  gates  at  O'Shaughnessy  Dam: 

(e)  Other  features  as  the  funds  might  permit. 

(2)  No  Federal  control,  other  than  that  stipulated  for  flood 
control  by  agreement  will  be  exercised  in  the  construction, 
maintenance  and  operation  of  the  project. 

(3)  The  use  of  CityTs  plant,  including  proposed  Cherry  Reser- 
voir, for  flood  control,  will  continue  only  during  the  interim 
pending  the  construction  of  the  New  Don  Pedro  Dam. 

(4)  Sufficient  storage  will  be  maintained  in  City  Reservoirs 
to  protect  Districts  from  loss  by  reason  of  their  flood  con- 
trol operations. 

(5)  Subject  to  the  availability  of  funds,  City  will  provide 

'  the  cost,  in  excess  of  Federal  payment,  reauired  to  construct 
features  under  Condition  (1). 

(6)  Pending  construction  of  Cherrv  Power  House,  Districts  will 
have  free  use  of  the  water  stored  in  Cherry  Reservoir,  less 
storage  necessary  to  assure  maximum  power  production  at 
Moccasin  and  intake  power  houses. 

(7)  After  the  construction  of  Cherry  Power  House  the  City  shall 
release  water,  through  Cherry  Power  House  or  otherwise,  at  a 
rate  of  not  less  than  25,000  acre  feet  per  month,  continuously 
from  April  to  October  inclusive,  from  Cherry  Reservoir  down 
the  Tuolumne  River  into  Don  Pedro  Reservoir,  when  such  amounts 
are    in  storage. 
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(8)      On  the  basis  of  benefits  to  the  City  and  on  five  years 
notice  by  either  party  and  subject  to  availability  of  funds, 
the  City  shall  contribute  to  the  cost  of  the  New  Don  Pedro 
Dam    in  lieu  of  storage  required  in  upper  watershed  to  provide 
the  City  with  400,000,000  gallons  per  day,  said  New  Don  Pedro 
Dam  to  have  a  capacitv  of  not  less  than  1,400,000  acre  feet 
including  the  amount  of  289,000  acre  feet  now  stored  at  Don 
Pedro  Reservoir  as  payment  for  the  right  to  store  City's  Raker 
Act  water  therein  and  for  transferring  Flood  Control  burden 
from  City's    Plant  in  accordance  with  condition  (3)  above.  The 
City  shall  have  the  right  to  intercept  and  use  from  the  City's 
upper  works,  District  Raker  Act  waters  in  amount  equal  to  and 
in  exchange  for  the  City  owned  waters  actually  in  storage  in 
the  Larger  Don  Pedro  Reservoir,    We  recognize  the  provisions 
of  the  Raker  Act  as  applying  to  the  Districts  and  City  without 
waiving  any  rights  and  this  resolution  is  not  intended  to  set 
aside  or  modify  previous  agreements  between  the  City  and  the 
Districts. 

HEARING! 

Coach  Service-Sunset  District. 

A  small  delegation,  representing  officials  of  various 
Sunset  Improvement  Clubs  and  Merchants  Associations  appeared 
before  the  Commission  in  connection  with  coach  service  to  the 
district. 

President  Philip  Landis  stated  that  the  Commission  gave 
earnest  consideration  to  the  problem  and  following  personal 
investigation  by  the  Commission,  the  Manager  of  Utilities  and 
General  Manager  of  the  Municipal  Railway,  decided  on  restora- 
tion of  through  motor  coach  service  after  7:00  PM  and  on 
Sundays  and  holidays. 

To  provide  the  greatest  amount  of  direct  service  to  the 
downtown  areas,  the  Commission  ordered  a  re-routing  of  the 
Sunset  Express  during  the  evening  hours  and  on  Sundays  and 
nolidays*    The  new  routing  will  be  from  the  present  inner  ter- 
minal at  19th  Avenue  and  Lincoln  Way  to  the  vicinity  of 
Fifth  and  Market  Streets,  over  the  route  now  traversed  by  the 
Kaight  Street  Line.      This  new  change  will  have  numerous  ad- 
vantages, including  not  only  direct  service  without  transfer, 
but  greater  frequency  of  service  on  Haight  Street,  new  trans- 
fer possibilities,  if  desired. 

President  Philip  F.  Landis  further  stated  th^t  the  Com- 
mission would  undertake  a  thorough  study  of  the  operation  of 
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the  Sunset  Express  during  the  peak  hours,  having  In  mind 
particularly  the  traffic  congestion  that  exists  at  Market 
and  Mason  Streets;  this  situation,  acute  as  it  may  be,  cannot 
be  relieved  until  the  procurement  of  additional  equipment. 

The  delegation  present,  representing  the  Sunset  Community 
Club,  the  Irving  Street  Merchants  Association,  the  Noriega 
Street  Merchants  Association,  the  Seabright  Improvement  Club 
and  others,  expressed  gratitude  and  appreciation  of  the  Com- 
mission's action  in  restoration  of  through  service  during 
the  hours  and  days  in  question, 

In  closing,  President  Philip  F •  Landis  reminded  the  delegation 
that  the  existence  of  the  Sunset  Express  was  a  credit  to  the 
Commission,  inasmuch  as  this  was  the  only  service  of  this  type 
in  San  Francisco. 

To  clarify  a  possible  misunderstanding  of  remarks  at  the 
meeting  of    February  24,  1948,  concerning  economy  vs  service, 
President  Philip  F.  Landis  advised  that  the  operations  of  the 
Municipal  Railway  are  predicated  on  a  balanced  economy,  an 
economy  consistent  with  operations  within  budget,  revenues 
and  other  Charter  requirements.

Mr.  Stone  reminded  the  Commission  that  interested  groups 
had  been  working  on  development  of  trails  in  the  State  of 
California,  for  the  past  four  years;  that  the  light  horse 
industry  was  an  important  economic  factor  in  the  development 
of  the  State,  in  that  some  500,000  acres  of  land  in  the  State 
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was  devoted  to  the  industry.

The  following  made  brief  presentations: 

General  Warren  T.  Hannum,  Director  of  Natural  Resources: 
He  reviewed  the  legislative  history  setting  up  the  present 
Division.    The  Division  is  experiencing  considerable  diffi- 
culty in  securing  necessary  rights  of  way;  under  the  act, 
there  is  no  power  of  condemnation  and  all  rights  of  way  must 
be  obtained  on  a  voluntary  basis .    He  emphazied  the  importance 
of  trails  in  San  Mateo  Countv  in  furthering  the  State's  pro- 
gram and  urged  the  Commission  to  cooperate  in  its  development 

A.  E.  Henning:  Chief -Division  of  Beaches  and  Parks:  He 
stated  that  the  State  made  an  initial  appropriation  of 
$420, OCO.OO,  and  that  it  will  take  several  millions  of  dollars 
to  complete  the  project.    He  insisted  that  the  trails  were  not 
to  be  only  for  the  riding  group;  trails  as  developed,  would 
be  for  the  convenience  of  hiking  groups,  such  as  boys  and 
girls  in  the  scouting  groups  and  others.    Ke  stressed  that 
the  trail  development  would  make  an  outstanding  contribu- 
tion to  the  State's  recreational  activities,  and  in  a  local 
sense,  would  serve  to  promote  "good  fellowship"  between  the 
counties  of  San  Francisco  and  San  Mateo.    He  emphasized  the 
importance  of  trails  in  San  mteo  County  as  a  necessary  link 
with  the  trails  north  and  south  of  the  county. 

Colonel  Kelt on,  Chief  Engineer-Division  of  Beaches  and  Parks: 
Ke  urged  the  Commission  to  cooperate  in  the  development  of 
brails  in  San  mteo  County,  citing  experiences  in  Contra  Costa 
County  as  an  example  of  cooperation.    He  stated  the  properties 
of  the  grantor  would  be  protected  from  fire,  firearms;  proper 
policing  would  be  envoked  and  necessary  structures  such  as 
fences,  gates,  etc  would  be  provided. 
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John  Diggs  of  Sacramento,  Chairman  of  Advisory  Committee  to 
Division  of  Beaches  and  Parks  spoke  of  the  newly  created 
"California  Living  War  Memorial"  and  suggested  that  the  trails 
program  could  be  dedicated  to  the  memory  of  those  fallen  in 
the  defense  of  their  country. 

Warren  Richardson,  president  of  the  California  State  Horsemen's 
Association  endorsed  the  remarks  of  those  proceeding  him. 

At  the  clos'fe  of  the  presentation,  Vice  President  Lloyd 
S.  Ackerman,  stated  that  the  Commission  feels  friendly  to  the 
application  and  most  anxious  to  find  means  to  grant  use  of 
lands  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Commission  as  a  public 
trust.    He  feels  that  the  work  of  the  trails  program  should 
be  encouraged  and  assured  the  delegation  that  serious  consider- 
ation would  be  given  the  matter  consistent  with  the  provisions 
of  the  Charter  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco.

President  Philip  F.  Landis  made  the  following 
statement,  in  opening  this  meeting: 

The  Commission  would  like  to  call  attention  to  the  fact 
that  decisions  about  to  be  made  heretoday  will  set  the 
pattern  of  street  railway  service  for  some  months  to  come. 
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We  wish  to  emphasize  that  the  purchase  of  19  additional 
gas  buses  is  made  from  surplus  funds  saved  in  the  purchase  of 
gas  buses  and  other  contracted  work  and  in  no  way  affects  the 
money  for  trackless  trolley  purchase. 

One  fact  that  seems  to  be  overlooked  is  that  to  put  in 
trackless  overhead,  it  is  engineeringlv  imperative  to  convert 
to  gas  operation  during  the    installation  period  or  abandon 
operations  entirely.    It  is  not  feasible  to  install  trackless 
trolley  overhead,  while  operative  street  cars  are  on  the  route, 
if  safety,  cost  and  public  convenience  are  considered. 

The  transition  period  is  about  to  begin,  that  is,  the  in- 
stallation of  new  equipment.    Conversion  of  lines,  improvement 
in  transportation  to  the  riding  public,  will  of  necessity 
temporarily  impair  Municipal  Railway  revenues,  but  this  is 
impossible  to  avoid  if  progress  is  to  be  made.    (The  Board  of 
Supervisors  should  take  notice  of  this  fact). 

This  advance  notice  of  program  is  in  accordance  with  the 
Commission's  fundamental  policy  of  fair  public  notice,  so 
that  constructive  suggestions  in  the  public  interest  may  be 
had  if  warranted. 

This  Commission  has  not  and  does  not  contemplate  any 
abandonment  of  trackless  trolley  development,  but  it  is  not 
at  present  committed  to  any  fixed  plan  or  program,  other  than 
as  follows: 

^his  Commission  is  unanimous  in  the  thought  that  track- 
less trolleys,  street  cars  and  motor  buses  all  have  their 
olace  in  the  San  Francisco  transportation  picture. 

We  are  directing  our  engineering  department  to  prepare 
plans  and  specifications  and  proceed  with    purchase  of  over- 
head equipment  for  the  No.  5  and  No*  21  lines  with  funds  now- 
available,  and  to  proceed  further  with  a  preparation  of  a 
report  on  the  program  of  sale  of  bonds  looking  forward  to 
purchase  of  necessary  vehicles  to  operate  these  two  lines  and 
reconversion  of  the  No.  6  and  No.  7  lines  to  trolley  coach 
operation. 

The  next  phase  will  be  the  preparation  by  Railway  Manage- 
ment of  the  program  related  to  the  sale  and  expenditure  of  the 
second  block  of  improvement  bonds  and  should  be  available  in 
sixty  days  and  will  involve  trackless  trolley  purchases  and 
further  overhead  installation  thereof,  all  tying  in  with  the 
completion  of  the  work  on  Market  Street,  now  underway. 

It  is  the  intention  of  the  Commission  to  seek  emergency 
action  in  relation  to  storage  area    of  buses  and  equipment  and 
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the  servicing  thereof* 


This  program  is  agreeable  to  His  Honor,  the  Mayor  by 
reference  to  a  coincident  letter.

Routing  of  the  No.  22  Trolley  Coach  Line  in  the 
Marina  District. 

Two  groups  appeared  before  the  Commission;  one  in  protest 
to  routing  of  the  line  over  Green  Street  between  Steiner  and 
Fillmore  Streets  and  the  other  group  protesting  routing  over 
the  block  bounded  by  Pacific,  Fillmore,  Steiner  and  Jackson 
Streets: 

Green  Street  Group:         Mr.  Lorne  M.  Stanley,  593  Market  Street, 

read  a  statement,  copies  of  which  were 
given  to  the  Commission,  renewing  his  protest  of  last  week,  con- 
tending that  the  present  route  is  impractical,  and  that  to 
route  the  line  along  Steiner  Street  to    Filbert  or  Greenwich 
Streets  is  more  feasible  owing  to  less  grade;  he  further  con- 
tended that  the  routing  over  Green  Street,  instead  of  some 
more  feasible  way,  is  an  "arbitrary"  routing  without  any  in- 
tention of  selecting  the  best  results. 

Voicing  objections  to  the  Green  Street  routing,  objections

Mr.  James  H,  Turner,  Manager  of  Utilities  in  reply  to 
Mr.  Stanley,  regarding  choice  of  routing,  stated,  that  it  was 
not  an  arbitrary  action;  the  route  was  arrived  at  after  much 
study  with  regard  to  detail,  traffic  flow,  service  to  traveling 
public,  and  that  it  was  an  integral  unit  in  the  over-all 
pattern  of  transportation. 

Mr.  wm.  H.  Scott,  General  Manager  of  the  Municipal  Rail- 
way, stated  that  the  Green  Street  routing  was  the  approved 
routing  set  forth  in  the  DeLeuw-Cather  Report  (employed  by 
the  Planning  Commission),  in  the  Technical  committee  report 
of  the  Mayor's  Administrative  Transportation  Planning  Council 
and  in  the  Newton  Report.    With  regard  to  safety  at  the  corner 
of  Green  and  Steiner  Streets,  he  stated  that  an  arterial  stop 
installed  by  the  police  Commission  would  reduce  to  a  minimum 
the  traffic  hazard  alleged  to  exist  by  virture  of  the  routing. 

president  PhilipF.  Landis,  reminded  the  delegation,  that  due 
publicity  was  given  in  the  press  covering  the  entire  routing 
of  the  No.  22  trolley  coach  line;  that  once  a  given  plan  is 
adopted,  to  alter  a  segement  of  it,  without  due  consideration 
of  the  over-all  plan,  is  a  decision  difficult  to  make. 

Commissioner  Lloyd  S.  Ackerman,  reminded  the  delegation, that 
after  contracts  are  awarded,  if  changes  are  made  at  the  re- 
quest of  a  given  group  of  protestants,  and  the  line  rerouted 
over  another  street,  others  in  turn  would  protest,  in  reality, 
constituting  a  exchange  of  protests. 

Group  representing  propertv  owners  bounded  by  Pacific, 
Fillmore,  Steiner  and  Jackson  Streets. 

Mr.  Milton  Marks,  111  Sutter  street,  acted  as  spokes- 
man for  the  group;  he  requested  that  his  group  be 
given  an  extension  of  time  in  which  to  prepare  a  "constructive  5 
protest  to  routing  in  this  particular  area;  he  was  advised 
that  the  plan  of  routing  was  an  operational  factor,  not 
properly  understood,  and  to  confer  with  the  Manager  of  Utilities 
during  the  week. 

The  protest  of  the  two  groups  was  taken  under  advisement, 
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the  Manager    of  Utilities  to  request  the  contractor  installing 
the  overhead  system,  to  suspend  temporarily  operations  in  the 
areas  under  protest. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  at  this  time,  that  despite 
an  invitation  to  appear  before  the  Commission,  in  connection 
with  routing  of  the  line  over  Fillmore  Street,  north  of 
Chestnut  Street,  no  protestants  were  present.

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HEARING: 

Revision  of  Existing  Fares  Charged  by  the  Municipal 
Rq  ilway: 

In  opening  the  hearing,  President  Philip  F.  Landls 
called  on  the  Manager  of  Utilities  for  a  statement  of  the 
suvject  matter. 

Mr.  James  H.  Turner,  Manager  of  Utilities  stated 
that  he,  as  well  as  Mr.  Scott,  General  Manager  of  the  Municipal 
Railway  had  continuously  studied  the  operation  of  the  Railway, 
and  made  certain  recommensations  to  the  Commission,  the  latest 
with  respect  to  its  financial  picture,  on  September  20,  1948; 
in  this  report  to  the  Commission,  the  M&nager  of  Utilities 
recommended  an  increase  in  the  fare  structure.    It  was  the 
belief  expressed  by  Mr,  Turner,  that  on  a  basis  of  a  ten  cent 
fare,  the  Municipal  Railway  could  operate    on  a  pay-as-you-go 
basis  for  the  balance  of  the  present  fiscal  year  and  in  the 
fiscal  year  succeeding. 

At  this  point  in  the  hearing,  his  Honor,  the  Mayor, 
appeared  before  the  Commission  and  read  the  following  state- 
ment. 

9tI  have  studied  and  given  due  consideration  to  the 
report  of  Mr.  J.  H.  Turner,  Manager  of  Utilities,  bearing  the 
date  of  September  20,  1948. 

'?I  am  fully  cognizant  of  the  economic  picture  of  the 
Municipal  Railway  System  as  discussed  in  Mr.  Turner's  report, 
end  I  am  not  unmindful  that  considerable  progress  has  been 
made  in  the  rehabilitation  of  our  transit  system.  Likewise, 
I  am  fully  informed  of  the  complexities  confronting  manage- 
ment with  reference  to  the  acquisition  of  new  equipment  and 
the  putting  of  that  equipment  into  service. 

??It  may  appear  unorthodox  and  unusual  for  the  Mayor 
to  appear  before  your  Honorable  Commission  and  publicly  ex- 
press his  policy  with  reference  to  matters  pending  before  the 
Commission. 

fVhile  it  is  true  that  I  have  stated  my  policy 
privately  to  some  of  the  members  of  the  Commission,  yet,  be- 
cause of  the  controversial  nature  of  the  subject  of  fare 
raises,  I    deem  it  in  the  public  interest  to  appear  personally 
before  the  Commission  and  announce  my  policy  publicly.  The 
thought  must  be  expressed  that  the  Utilities  Commission  as  a 
whole  and  its  individual  members  are  equally  with  me  entitled 
to  their  individual  opinions  on  this  matter,  and  I  repeat 
that  1  believe  honest  differences  of  opinion  as  between  public 
officials  make  for  good  and  healthy  government. 
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"While  no  Commissioner  has  indicated  to  me  what  his 
vote  on  the  subject  of  fare  raises  may  be,  I  prefer  to  advise 
the  Commission  now  that  what  I  say  here  is  what  I  shall  say 
before  the  Honorable  Board  of  Supervisors  in  opposition  to  a 
fare  raise  at  this  time,  should  the  matter  come  before  them  for 
consideration. 

"The  distinction  must  be  drawn  between  the  necessity 
for  revenue  to  meet  operating  expenses  and  revenue  for  capi- 
tal improvement,  or  to  meet  bond  redemption  and  interest. 
Likewise,  reference  must  be  nRde  to  the  street  rehabilitation 
program  and  the  traffic  improvement  thus  and  otherwise  made 
possible,  both  of  which  will  reflect  advantageously  on  the 
economic  future  of  the  transit  system. 

"There  can  be  no  dispute  that  it  is  highly  desirable 
that  so  soon  as  possible  the  revenue  from  the  transit  system 
meet  all  operating  expenses. 

"However,  I  am  of  the  firm  belief  that  a  fare  in- 
crease at  this  time  is  neither  necessary  nor  justified  for  the 
following  reasons: 

"1»  The  Board  of  Supervisors  very  recently  voted  a 
tax  subsidy  in  an  amount  which  should  be  sufficient  to  meet 
the  necessities  of  the  transit  system  for  the  current  fiscal 
year. 

"2.  One  of  the  reasons  given  for  the  justification 
of  a  fare  raise  is  that  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  in  a  dis- 
puted interpretation  of  the  Charter,  recentlv  voted  a  sub- 
stantial wage  increase  to  the  operators  of  our  transit 
vehicles.    The  question  of  whether  or  not  this  increase  was 
required  by  the  Charter  is  now  before  the  courts  and  until 
that  has  been  adjudicated    no  one  is  in  a  position  to  state 
that  the  increase  in  wages  will  stand  and  become  a  charge 
against  the  operating  costs  of  the  Municipal  Railway.  Should 
the  courts  finally  hold  that  the  wage  increase  was  not  re- 
quired by  law,  then  the  funds  so  held  to  pay  such  increased 
wages  my  be  returned  to  the  operating  funds  of  the  transit 
system. 

"3.  I  have  stated  on  many  occasions  and  I  repeat,  that 
I  can  not  favor  a  fare  increase  until  the  service  rendered 
the  riding  public  of  San  Francisco  can  justify  that  increase, 
At  the  present  time  a  part  of  the  rehabilitation  of  the  transit 
system  has  been  and  is  being  put  into  effect.    However,  a 
great  number  of  vehicles  needed  to    accomplish  the  short  range 
program,  to  wit,  50  motor  coaches  and  175  trolley  coaches  now 
under  order  for  purchase,  have  notyet  been  delivered  and  con- 
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sequently  have  not  been  placed  in  service.    Until  such  time 
as  the  additional  rolling  stock  has,  in  great  part  at  least, 
been  put  into  service,  there  is  no  opportunity  for  anyone  to 
determine  the  riding  habit  of  San  Francisco's  people  nor  to 
estimate  to  what  extent  increased  returns  from  use  of  the 
additional  equipment  will  ease  the  financial  problem  of  the 
transit  system. 

;?When  these  new  vehicles  are  placed  in  service,  the 
old  broken  down  trolley  cars  acquired  from  the  Market  Street 
Railway  requiring  2-man  operation  will  be  retired,  and  there 
will  undoubtedly  be  a  definite  savings  in  operation. 

;,      ??In  this  connection,  it  is  encouraging  to  find  in 
Mr,  Turner's  report  of  September  20,  1948,  to  the  Utilities 
Commission,  page  6,  items  A  to  H,  inclusive,  that  management 
isnaking  every  effort  to  reduce  overall  expenses. 

r?The  riding  public  of  San  Francisco  can  not  be  ex- 
pected, through  increased  fares,  to  absorb  the  economic  shock, 
let  us  say,  to  the  municipal  transit  system  caused  by  the 
acquisition  of  the  Market  Street  Railway  for  the  sum  of  seven 
and  one-half  million  dollars.    It  should  not  be  expected  that 
this  shock  could  be  absorbed  in  the  short  period  of  time 
elapsing  since  the  date  of  that  acquisition.    Moreover,  in 
this  connection,  it  must  be  realized  that  most  of  the  inventory 
acquired  from  the  mrket  Street  Railwav  is  rapidly  being  re- 
tired from  service,  the  tracks  and  streets  cars  are  being 
disposed  of  as  junk. 

V?I  am  particularly  impressed  with  the  thought  that  if 
at  any  time  in  the  future  there  is  to  be  a  fare  increase  that 
time  is  certainly  not  now,  for  the  reason  that  great  numbers 
of  our  people  are  now  out  of  employment  and  the  holiday  season 
is  approaching.    I  am  certain  our  downtown  merchants  and  proper- 
ty owners  could  not  believe  it  desirable  to  discourage  our 
people  in  any  manner  in  their  downtown  Christmas  shopping, 
particularly  by  now  increasing  transit  fares.    For  some  time 
it  has  been  my  thought  that  the  purpose  of  mass  transit  was  to 
uring  employes  and  shoppers  into  the  downtown  central  business 
district  and  to  get  them  back  to  their  homes.    I  firmly  believe 
that  the  owners  of  our  great  downtown  properties,  which 
properties  are  the  backbone  of  our  city's  economy,  would  much 
prefer  that  during  the  rehabilitation  period  reasonable  tax 
subsidy  be  indulged  rather  than  discourage  the  bringing  of 
people  to  our  central  shopping  area. 

T?It  must  be  borne    in  mind  that  the  rehabilitation 
and  transition  through  which  the  Municipal  Railway  System  is 
being  put  is  in  furtherance  of  the  short  range  transit  program, 
Until  that  short  range  transit  program  has  been  pretty  generally 
accomplished,  there  is  no  experience  background  upon  which  to 
predicate  fare  structure  determination. 
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"I  am  not  stubborn,  but  I  am  firm  in  my  convictions 
that  now  is  not  the  time  for  a  faro  raise.    When  the  short- 
term  program  of  modernization  and  rehabilitation  of  the  transit 
system  has  been  generally  accomplished  and  all  possible 
economies  have  been  put  into  effect,  if  it  then  appears  that 
the  transportation  service  rendered  the  riding  public  justifies 
it,  and  the  revenues  prove  insufficient  to  meet  operating 
expenses,  I  shall  acquiesce  in  a  reasonable  fare  adjustment 
to  produce  sufficient  revenues  to  meet  those  expenses'*. 

William  H.  Scott,  Manager  of  the  Municipal  Railway  made 
a  few  remarks  to  the  effect,  that  increase'   of  wages,  gasoline, 
other  materials  and  supplies  was  working  a  hardship  on  the 
Railway  and  favored  an  increase  in  fares  to  lessen  tax  subsi- 
dies. 

President  Philip  F.  Land  is  then  read  the  proposed  reso- 
lution adjusting  the  fare  structure. 

Proponents: 

Carrol  Newburgh,  representing  "middle  class  taxpayers" 
stated  that  quite  a  few  tax  payers  have  reached  the  limit  on 
property  taxation.    He  appreciated  the  fact  that  present  con- 
ditions have  changed  the  picture  previously  painted  in  various 
campaigns  re  consolidation  promises;  despite  this,  he  believed 
that  the  Railwav  should  try  to  meet  its  way  out  of  revenues. 

James  Kurst  of  the  Municipal  Conference  stated  that  for 
the  Municipal  Railway,  there  is  "no  out?f  in  its  present 
financial  condition;  it  is  "good  business"  to  raise  the  fare;, 
home  ownership  as  well  as  downtown  property  owners  suffer 
adversely  if  tax  rates  are  increased  through  operation  of  the 
Railway. 

Oponents: 

Paul  Schnur  of  the  C.  I.  0.  Council  Transit  Committee 
read  a  seven  page  statement  (copy  of  which  is  on  file)  in  which 
he  summarized  statistical  data  to  the  effectthat  if  an  in- 
crease is  put  into  effect,  that  the  Municipal  Railway  would 
suffer  considerable  loss  of  patronage  and  consequent  loss  of 
revenue.  In  the  opinion  of  the  Council,  a  fare  increase  at 
talis  time  is  unwise*  affecting  the  people  least  able  to  bear 
the  increase  and  worsen  the  traffic  problem  of  downtown  San 
Francisco  because  of  increased  use  of  automobiles.    It  was  the 
Council *s  further  thought,  to  cure  the  Municipal  Railway  of 
some  of  its  ills  would  be  to  improve  service  and  thus  attract 
more  riders. 
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Harry  Prass  of  the  Socialists    Workers T  Party    stated  that 
there  shouldbe  formed  a  Committee  to  investigate  the  opera- 
tions of  the  Railway;  this  committee  to  be  formed  by  working 
personnel  of  the  Railway  and  patrons  of  the  lines;  he  suggested 
that  a  further-  study  be  made  of  bond  issues,  payment  of  high 
rates  of  interest  and  any  tax  subsidies  be  paid  by  "Big  Busi- 
ness". 

Mrs.  Joseph  Hindley  of  the  Parent  Teachers  Association  spoke 
of  the  hardship  an  increase  of  school  fires  would  have  on  many 
pupils;  she  claimed  that  many  pupils  under  the  present  rate 
are  unable  to  pay  and  consequently  demands  are  made  on  the 
Association  for  support,  and  an  increase  in  fares  at  this 
time  would  work  quite  a  hardship  on  those  needing  help. 

Mrs,  Frances  Shaskin  of  the  San  Francisco  Council  of  Women 
Shoppers  emphasized  the  hardship  an  increase  in  fares  would 
have  on  the  low  income  group. 

Aubrey  Grossman  of  the  Communist  Party  contended  that  an  in- 
crease in  fares  for  the  small  property  owner   would  add  a 
far  greater  burden  than  if  deficiency  in  railway  operations 
is  passed    on  to  the  ad  valorem  tax. 

Jack  Hurley  of  City  College  of  San  Francisco  stated  that  many 
students  of  the  College  are  unable  to  pay  any  increase  in 
transit  fares. 

Freida  Salzman  of  the  Independent  Progressive  Party  stated 
outright  opposition  to  any  increase  in  fares. 

Commissioner  Lloyd  Ackernan,  made  the  following  statement: 

"The  failure  to  adopt  the  proposed  fare  adjustment 
would  be  a  mistake  of  first  magnitude.    It  would  be  economi- 
cally indefensible  and  politically  disaStrodSo  It  would  be 
a  solar  plexis  blow  to  municipal  ownership.  It  would  add 
fuel  to  the  smoldering  demand  for  sale  of  the  Municipal  Rail- 
way to  private  interests.    It  would  run  foul  of  the  declared 
intent  of  the  Charter  that  the  Railway  shall  be  self  supporting 
It  would  haul  down  the  flag  of  a  balanced  economy,  and  make  us 
dependents  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  whose  reluctant  aid  we 
would  have  to  petition  to  afford  us  the  means  of  paying  our 
bills  out  of  the  tax  rate.    The  proposed  fare  increase  is 
almost  painless.    We  are  fully  aware  that  it  is  not  realistic. 
We  know  that  we  are  not  budgeting  all  of  our  costs,  but  we 
justify  this  failure  upon  the  ground  that  a  more  realistic 
increase  to  twelve  cents  is  in  justified  as  imposing  too  great 
a  burden  on    our  people,  who  should  not  be  asked  at  this  time 
to  provide  the  means  for  servicing  our  bonded  indebtedness*  \ 
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Service  economies,  substitution  of  new  equipment  for  old,  and 
anticipated  increase  in  riding  habit  should  add  to  our 
revenues  and  make  it  possible  to  continue  the  ten  cent  fare 
for  an  indefinite  period,    I  do  not  believe  that  the  proposed 
increase  will  diminish  patronage.     In  substance  it  amounts 
only  to  dispensing  with  tokens  and  raising  school  children's 
fares  to  a  modest  five  cents.    I  do  not  agree  with  the  Mayor's 
declaration  that  any  fare  increase  should  wait  upon  improve-" 
ment  of  service,    as  of  now,  no  radical  improvement  is  for- 
seeable.    we  have  acquired    in  the  past  six  months  new  buses, 
trolley  coaches  and  PCC  cars  in  quantity.    Street  repairs  have 
aided  materially  in  facilitating  the  rapid  movement  of  traffic. 
The  service  is  already  vastly  improved,  though  far  from 
adequate.    Fundamentally,  its  inadequancy  stems  from  the  cor- 
nucopia topography  of  San  Francisco.  Our  City  spreads  fanwise 
from  Market  Street.    Substantially  all  the  outlying  districts 
converge  into  Market,  thus  creating  the  world's  greatest 
traffic  bottleneck,  which  only  subways  can  remove.  Transpor- 
tation costs  should  be  paid  by  the  people  who  use  transporta- 
tion, and  not  fastened  on  the  tax  rate,  already  deplorably 
over-burdened  with  unavoidable  charges.    I  urge  the  Com- 
mission to  adopt  the  proposed  fare  increase.

Railway  must  be  achieved;  the  Commission  does  not  want  to 
effect  this  economy  through  reduction  of  service;  on  the  other 
hand,  the  Commission  wants  to  improve  service  through  better 
scheduling,  increase  number  of  express  lines,  etc 

It  should  be  noted  that  progressive  economies  and 
efficiencies  and  their  savings  will  be  more  easily  attainable 
and  stimulated  rider  habit  more  attainable  with  its  conse- 
quent revenue  increase,  thus  militating  against  the  more 
realistic  necessity  of  future  consideration  of  a  higher  than 
a  10  cent  fare.

HEARING: 

Matter  of  passes  issued  to  any  person  other  than 
those  employed  in  the  direct  operation  of  the 
Municipal  Railway: 

A  large  group  appeared  before  the  Commission  taxing 
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the  capacity  of  the  assembly  room. 

President  Philip  P.  Land is  in  opening  the  hearing,  quoted 
excerpts  from  the  Municipal  Railway  Rule  Book  and  advised  that 
the  purpose  of  the  hearing  was  to  consider  the  present  prac-  ' 
tice  in  the  use  of  passes,  the  possibility  of  abuses,  the 
extensiveness  of  free  transportation  and  adoption  of  rules 
revising  uses  of  passes.    This  inquiry  was  prompted  by  dis- 
cussion in  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  the  press  and  by  certain 
individuals,  wherein  the  claim  was  made,  that  as  a  possible 
economy  move  in  a  balanced  operation  of  the  railway,  the 
uses  of  passes  might  be  curtailed, 

Mr,  Turner,  Manager  of  Utilities,  referred  to  his  letter  of 
November  9,  1948,  in  which  he  recommended  a  study  of  the 
pass  situation,  looking  toward  a  possible  revision;  in  this 
letter,  for  the    purposes  of  public  hearing,  he  suggested 
that  Rule  75    °f  "the  Municipal  Railway  Rule  Book*  be  amended 
to  provide  that  members  of  the  police  department,  fire  de- 
partment, military  police,  mail  carriers,  inspectors  and 
platform  men  of  the  California  Street  Gable  Railway  and 
employees  of  the  Municipal  Railway,  be  given  free  transpor- 
tation, onlv  when  in  full  uniform;  that  the  privileges 
of  the  blind  and  Roman  Catholic  Sisters  in  religious  garb  be 
continued . 

Opponents: 

Henry  Foley,  Municipal  Railway  Council  of  the  C.  I.  0.,  ex- 
pressed strong  opposition  to  any  changes  that 
would  affect  employees  of  the  Municipal  Railway,  including 
those  retired.    He  contended,  that  free  transportation  for 
railway  employees  followed  a  national  pattern,  was  a 
privilege  to  be  considered  as  a  working  condition  and  to 
restrict  passes    only  to  those  railway  emplovees  in  full 
uniform  would  prove  an  unreasonable  hardship  on  the  employees, 
and  those  retired  and  contrary  to  the  national  pattern. 

J .  M.  Elliott- International  Vice  President,  Amalgamated 

Association  of  Street  Electric  Railway  and  Motor- 
Coach  Operators,  speaking  on  behalf  of  Division  1380  of 
San  Francisco,  A.  F.  of  L.,  stated  that  his  organization  had 
550  signed  agreements  with  transit  operators,  and  to  the  best 
of  his  knowledge,  not  one  of  the  55°  failed  to  recognize 
free  transportation  to  its  employees  as  a  working  condition. 
In  the  State  of  California,  77  companies  recognized  this 
privilege;  7  companies  extended  the  privilege  to  the  wife 
and  dependents  of  the  employee.      He  requested  the  Commission 
to  consider  the  morale  of  the  workers,  to  consider  these 
employees  as  part  of  the  system;  to  restrict  pass  privileges 
to  only  those  in  full  uniform  was  not  practical;  he 
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emphaziod  that  free  transportation  was  a  vital  part  ofnational 
working  conditions  in  the  street  railway  industry. 

Molly  H.  Monudri-Secretary  of  the  A .  F •  of  L.  Council  of 

City  Employees,  representing  27)  Unions, 
whose  membership  in  whole  or  in  part  are  city  employees 
(8,^00),  stated  that  revocation  of  pass  privileges,  or  limi- 
ting to  those  only  in  full  uniform,  was  a  reduction  of 
working  conditions,  adversely  affecting  the  morale  of  the 
employees;  that  men  of  the    Police  and  Fire  Department,  being 
on  24  hour  call,  should  have  a  continuation  of  pass  privi- 
leges, either  in  uniform  or  not;  that  certain  sections  of  the 
Charter  affecting  like  working  conditions  in  private  industry 
should  apply  in  the  matter  of  railway  passes. 

Frank  Moitoza-Secretary  of  the  Federation  of  Municipal 

Employees  reiterated  statements  of  previous 
speakers;  he  contended  that  critics  of  the  Municipal  Railway 
did  not  act  in  good  faith;  critics  were  taking  advantage  of 
the  pass  practice  to  confuse  the  minds  of  the  people,  suggest- 
ing that  because  of  alleged  abuses,  revenues  of  the  railway 
were  affected.    He  insisted  that  the  Municipal  Railway 
employees  were  doing  a  good  job,  and  to  restrict  pass 
privileges  would  be  a  blow  to  morale  and  a  violation  of  work- 
ing conditions, 

Robert  Callaghan  of  the  David  Scannell  Club,  (Fire  Depart- 
ment) thanked  the  Commission  for  past  pass 
privileges  extended  to  members  of  the  Fire  Department  and 
urged  continuation  of  the  privilege,  not  restricting  it  to 
men  in  full  uniform.    He  stated  that  in  practically  all 
American  cities,  firemen  are  afforded  free  transportation; 
that  men,  under  Rules  of  the  Department,  are  considered  on  a 
24  hour  basis,  and  that,  while  riding  in  public  conveyances, 
even  in  civilian  dress,  are  required  to  respond  to  fires, 

J.  Jeffries  of  the  C.  I.  0.  Council  of  City  Employees,  spoke 

on  behalf  of  the  clerical  employees  of  the 
Municipal  Railway;  he  submitted  a  number  of  letters  from 
various  transit  companies  sustaining  the  practice  of  issuance 
of  passes  to  all  transit  employees. 

Gerald  Pickle  of  the  International  Brotherhood  of  Electrical 

Wgrkers,  protested  the  suggestion  of  pass 
privileges  only  those  in  full  uniform;  he  contended,  that 
shopmentcould  not  construe  the  "working  overalls"  as  full 
uniform,  hence  would  lose  their  passes. 

At  this  point  in  the  hearing,  President  Philip  F. 
Land is  stated,  with  concurrence  of  other  members  of 
the  Commission,  that  pass  privileges  would  not  be 
considered  as  being  limited  only  to  platform  per- 
sonnel of  the  Railway. 
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Ward  Dawson,  Attorney  for  the  Civil  Service  Employees  Asso- 
ciation, submitted  a  petition  signed  by  several 
hundred  employees  of  the  Railway  opposing  any  change  in  pass 
privileges  affecting  them. 

Max  Sobel,  President  of  the  Fire  Commission,  urged  the  Com- 
mission to  main  present  practices  as  affecting 
members  of  the  Fire  Department. 

Lt.  Wesley  Murray  of  the  Police  Department,  at  the  Direction 

of  the  President  of  the  Police  Department 
and  the  Chief  of  Police,  expressed  opposition  to  any  changes 
adverselv  affecting  the  Police  Department.      He  reminded  the 
Commission  that  many  men  of  the  department  do  not  wear 
police  uniforms,  but  nevertheless  are  on  duty  and  sometimes 
are  called  on  by  platform  personnel  to  help  in  trouble. 
He  stated  that  if  satisf actorylarrangements  could  be  made, 
the  Department  would  not  be  adverse  to  payment  of  a  given 
sum  to  the  Municipal  Railway  for  transportation  of  its  per- 
sonnel, but  questioned  the  saving  to  the  City  as  a  whole, 
because  of  the  bookkeeping  involved. 

Two  or  three  individuals,  employees  of  the  Municipal  Railway 
voiced  opposition  to  any  change. 

Proponent:    Ernest  Besig,  Northern  California  Directof  of  the 

American  Civil  Liberties  Union,  stated  that  the 
granting  of  free  transportation  to  Roman  Catholic  Sisters  was 
in  violation  of  the  consitution  of  the  Federal  and  State 
Government 


In  connection  with  above  hearing,  it  was  noticeable 
that  but  one  proponent  spolfce,  and  he  in.    turn,  in  opposition 
to  one  phase  of  the  problem. 

Vice  President  Lloyd  S.  Ackerman,  impressed  with  the 
arguments  presented,  motioned  that  the  matter  be  taken  under 
study;  the  motion  was  seconded  by  Commissioner  Plant  and  so 
directed . 

President  Philip  F.  Landis,  advised  the  delegation,  that 
contrary  to  opinion,  the  suggested  curtailment  of  passes  was 
not  necessarily  a  recommendation  of  the  Manager  of  Utilities; 
the  Manager  of  Utilities  simply  made  some  suggestions,  solely 
for  the  purpose  or  bring  the  subject  before  the  Commission 
for  public  hearing  purposes.

Decision  with  respect  to    pass  privileges  issued  by  the 
Municipal  Railway: 

The  Commission  had  an  extensive  hearing,  on  the  natter  at  its 
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meeting  of  November  2cy>  1948;  the  problem  has  been  thoroughly- 
explored  by  the  Commission;  it  was  found  common  practice  in 
the  United  States  to  issue  passes  to  employees  and  certain 
defense  units,  such  as  policemen  and  firemen.    Decision  was 
made  to  continue,  for  the  present,  the  rules    f  the  Municipal 
Railway  governing  the  issuance  of  passes,  with  two  particular 
thoughts  in  mind: 

(1)  Explore  the  fixed  pass,  looking  toward  elimination  of 
any  abuses  that  may  exist,  possibly  through  a  proper 
system  of  identification. 

(2)  Explore  possibility  of  agreemggt  with  the  Police  and  Fire 
Departments  for  the  furnishing  all  or  part  of  the  cost. 

The  Manager  of  Utilities  was  directed  to  study  Items  1 
and  2. 

PUBLIC  HEARING: 

Conversion  of  operating  equipment  on  Mission 

Street. 

In  introducing  the  subject,  President  Philip  F.  Landis,  re- 
quested the  Manager  of  Utilities  to  outline  the  proposed  con- 
version. 

Mr.  Turner  stated  that  the  engineers  of  the  Commission's  staff, 
the  Planning  Commission  and  other  experts  were  of  the 
opinion  that  good  service  could  be  rendered  the  people  of  the 
Mission  District  through  conversion  and  adjustments  on  the 
Nos.  14-26-9-H  and  40  lines.    The  Nos.  14  and  16  to  provide 
local  and  express  service;  the  No.  14  running  to  the  cemeterieF 
in  San  M&teo  County  as  regular  service;  the  No.  9  being 
converted  to  trolley  coach  operation,  constituting  the  base 
plan.    The  Mission  District,  through  these  changes,  a  com- 
bination of  trolle^  coaches  and  motor  coadhes,  local  and 
express  would  enjoy  a  system  of  good  transportation.  Owing 
to  costs  at  this  time,  rehabilitation  of  the  tracks  on 
Mission  Street  and    purchase  of  modern  PCC  cars  is  not 
possible  under  the  1947  Municipal  Railway  Rehabilitation 
Bond  Fund. 

Mr.  Scott,  Manager  of  the  Municipal  Railway  concurred  in  the 
remakrs  of  Mr.  Turner. 

Henry  Foley,  speaking  in  behalf  of  the  Municipal  Railway 

Council  No.  250,  C.  I.  0.,  the  C.  I.  0.  General 
Council  and  the  San  Francisco  Transportation  League  expressed 
opposition  to  the  Commission's  plan  of  conversion.    He  con- 
tended that  Mission  Street  was  a  trunk  line,  and  as  such, 
could  not  be  properly  served  through  the  medium  of  buses, 
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only  street  cars  of  the  improved  type  would  render  satisfact- 
ory service.    He  further  contended,  that  conversion  to  bus 
operation  would  caused  a  marked  decentralization,  forcing 
shoppers  to  stay  in  their  immediate  neighborhood;  rider  habit, 
now  high  on  the  present  Mission  Street  lines  would  suffer 
and  operation  of  buses  result  in  increase  of  accidents  and 
consequent  claims  being  filed  against  the  City. 

Ml?.  Clayton  W.  Horne,  Alemany  Council  of  District  Improve- 
ment Clubs,  voiced  his  organization's 
opposition  to  contemplated  conversion.    He  cited  figures  to 
show  that  the  present  Mission  Street  lines  carried  many 
passengers  and  with  revenues  that  reflected"  profitable 
operation.     He  expressed  the  thought,  that  bus  operation 
would  result  in  slower  operation,  decreased  revenues,  deny 
citizens  of  parking  space  and  bring  about  an  increase  in 
accidents. 

At  this  point,  President  Philip  P.  Land  is  reminded  the  dele- 
gation, that  contrary  to  some  statements  made,  trolley  coach 
and  motor  coach  accidents  per  vehicle  hour  of  operation  were 
less  than  those  of  electric  car  and  cable  car. 

Chas.  R.  Wood  of  Local  1380-Carmens  Union,  A.  F.  of  L. ,  also 
expressed  opposition  to  proposed  conversion.    He  submitted  a 
a  petition  signed  by  some  2500  people,  in  which  the  petitioners 
expressed  opposition  to  conversion  to  bus  operation,  favoring 
on  the  other  hand,  immediate  repairs  and  reconstruction  of 
tracks  on  Mission  Street  and  placing  in  operation,  tte  better 
electric  cars  removed  from  other  streets  or  lines. 

Henry  Be  Surville  of  the  Cayuga  Improvement  Club  registered 
his  organization's  opposition  to  proposed  conversion.    He  re- 
minded the  Commission  that  present  mode  of  transportation  was 
on  a  good  paying  basis  and  therefore  should  not  be  changed, 
other  than  to  provide  for  use  of  streamlined  cars. 

Lloyd  Piercev,  Chairman-Transportation  Committee  of  the  Cen- 
tral Council  of  Civic  Clubs  requested  continuance  of  street 
car  operation,  under  an  improved  plan. 

F.  K.  Edminister  of  the  Laborers  Union,  opposoed  conversion 
on  the  grounds  that  laborers  and  trackmen  would  lose  their 


Molly  M-mudri-Secretary  of  the  A.  F.  of  L.  Council  of  City 
Employees  spoke  against  any  bus  operation  on  Mission  Street; 
she  contended  that  the  riders  of  the  Mission  District  favored 
street  car  operation,  and  inasmuch  as  these  residents  always 
favored  Municipal  operation,  they  were  deserving  of  better 
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transportation  and  this  to  be  achieved  only  through  modern 
streamlined  cars. 

MT.  Hill-Chairman  Eureka  Valley  Improvement  Association, 
stated  that  his  organization  was  not  in  favor  of  abandonment 
of  Mission  Street  as  a  main  trunk  line. 

Conway  Hall-a  young  "transportation  fan"  reviewed    the  merits 
of  electric  car  versus  trolley  and  motor  coach  operation;  in 
his  opinion,  for  mas  transportation,  the  electric  car  was 
the  best  unit;  he  suggests  that  much  could  be  accomplished 
through  repairing  certain  sections  of  Mission  Street  tracks 
and  until  more  favorable    times  would  warrant  purchase  of 
new  PCC  equipment,  that  cars  removed  from  other  lines  be 
used  on  Mission  Street    instead  of  going  to  the  junkman  for 
burning. 

Gerald  Pickle  of  the  International  Brotherhood  of  Electrical 
Workers  favored  good  street  car  servicie  against  bus  opera- 
tion.   It  was  his    belief  that  in  the  long    run,  electric 
car  costs  would  be  far  less  than  those  of  buses,  even  though 
a  single  unit  of  the  latter  cost  less. 

J.  M.  Elliott- International  Vice  President,  Amalgamated 
Association  of  Street  Electric  Railway  and  Motor  Coach  Opera- 
tors, stated,  that  the  modern  streamlined  street  car  was  the 
ideal  vehicle  to  move  a  large  group  of  people,  its  operation 
being    quiet  and  smooth,  in  contrast  to  the  noisy  and  dust 
disturbing  bus.    Because  of  traffic,  he  believed  that 
modern  PCC  cars  would  best  serve  the  Mission  District. 

M.  E.  Cassinerio  of  the  Bay  Area  Transportation  League,  San 
Francisco  Division  expressed  favor  of  PCC  car  operation  on 
Mission  Street. 

Leo  Lee,  representing  property  owners  in  the  area  of  Van 
Ness  Avenue  South  to  the  Bay,  stated,  that  if  funds  were  not 
available  for  track  repairs  and    purchase  of  new  PCC  cars, 
that  a  trolley  bus  system  be  inaugurated  for  operation  from 
Van  Ness  Avenue  south  to  the  Ferry.    He  claimed  that  with 
better  transportation  of  the  trolley  coach  type,  operating 
on  lower  Mission  street,  that  the  district,  would  experience 
a  growth  as  a  new  retail  outlet,  in  fact,  this  rebuilding 
was  now  under  way  and  would  be  accelerated  through  trolley 
coach  operation. 

Anne  Lindsley  -of  the  Fairmont  Improvement  Association  urged 
that  the  Commission  give  •  consideration  to  an  extension  of  the 
No.  26  bus  line  to  the  Ferry  Building.

Following  the  hearing,  President  Philip  F.  Landis  thanked 
those  in  attendance  for  their  interest  in  the  matter;  he 
stated  that  the  Commission  had  in  nor.manner  abandoned  its 
original  plan  of  effecting  a  modern  transportation  system 
through  the  use  of  PCC  cars,  trolley  coaches  and  motor  coaches, 
each  type  of  vehicle  being  patterned  to  serve  a  particular 
purpose;  he  reminded  the  delegation,  that  at  the  present 
time,  the  Commission  did  not  contemplate  the  purchase  of  any 
additional  motor  coaches;    fature  purchases  would  be  trolley 
coaches  and  PCC  cars;  he  stressed  two  points  that  were  vital 
to  the  subject  matter  of  the  hearing:  (1)    the  objective  to 
be  attained,  good  serviceable  transportation  to  the  Mission 
District,  as  well  as  other  districts,  could  be  realized 
through  the  stepping  up  of  the  hours  of  operation,  additional 
vehicles  used,  better,  frequent  and  more  extensive  service, 
the  particular  vehicle  of  operation  used,  being  a  matter  of 
opinion;  (2)  reconstruction  of  tracks  on  Mission  Street  was 
too  exoensive  to  come  within  the  province  of  the  present  bond 
fund;  he  favored  consideration  of  a  bond  issue  that  would 
specifically  provide  for  reconstruction  of  tracks  on  Mission 
Street  and  purdhase  of  modern  street  cars  for  operation  there- 
on. 

Commissioner  Mc  Kee,  remarked  that  he  was  impressed  with 
statements  made  at  the  hearing;  he  was  mindful  of  the  six  and 
one  half  million  dollars  estimated  cost  of  reconstruction  of 
tracks  and  purchase  of  equipment;  he  endorsed  the  suggestion 
of  consideration  of  a  specific  bond  issue  for  Mission  Street. 

On  motion,  duly  seconded,  the  matter  was  taken  under  advise- 
ment.

It  is  very  difficult,  if  not  impossible,  to  develop  an 
inproved  transit  service,  if  each  block  of  proposed  routes  is 
subject  to  appeal  from  previous  decisions;  rehearing  in  pro- 
test to  proposed  routing  of  a  given  segment  of  a  given  line, 
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would  in  fact  constitute  an  invitation  for  rehearing  of  other 
segments  of  the  same  line,  which  could  easily  reach  an 
impasse;  under  such  a  condition,  the  Commission  could  not 
obviously  attain  its  objective — a  modern,  efficient  and 
adequate  transportation  system  for  San  Francisco. 

The  delegates  of  the  Forest  Hill  Association  were  further 
advised,  that  they  were  free  to  appear  before  the  Commission 
at  Its  next  meeting.

Representatives  of  the  Forest  Hill  Association 
appeared  before  the  Commission  in  protest  to  the  Commission's 
previous  decision,  re  routing  a    portion  of  the  No.  6  Trolley 
Coach  Line  over  Noriega  from  9th  to  10th  Avenue.  The 
Association  requested  the  Commission  Vo  route  from  9th  to 
10th  Avenue  over  Ortega  Street. 

Speakers: 

V/.  0.  Grannicher,  Chairman  of  the-  Association's 
special  committee  contended  that  the  routing  via  Noriega  Street 
would  prove  a  severe  hardship  to  the  residents  of  the  Forest 
Hill  Tract,  in  that  the  district  would  be  deprived  of  a 
nearer  service, long  enjoyed. 

A.  C.  Sutton,  claimed  that  the  Commission's  disapproval  of 
routing  over  Ortega  Stteet,  because  of  the  grades  was  not 
well  founded,  inasmuch  as  the  Union  Street  line  had  greater 
grades,     (it  should  be  noted,  that  the  Union  Street  line, 
having  greater  grades,  was  actually  on  straight  runs  and.  did 
not  involve  curves  at  high  grades). 

Do  W.  Daly,  President  of  the  Forest  Hill  Association  stated 
that  the  Association's  request  was  very  minor  in  character; 
routing  via  Ortega  did  not  present  engineering  difficulties 
that  were  not  comparable  to  other  districts;  that  the  Com- 
mission should  give  attention  to  other  than  engineering  fac- 
tors; the  line  should  be  routed  to  serve  the  people  and.  not 
to  satisfy  engineering  demands.    He  quoted  portions  of  Section 
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132.1  of  the  Charter,  to  the  effect,  that  abandonment  of  a 
portion  of  the  old  line  was  in  fact  a  violation  of  the 
Charter. 

At  this  point.  President  Philip  F.  Landis,  stated  that  the 
Commission  in  this  instance  was  not  circumventing  the  pro- 
visions of  the  charter;  that  rerouting  and  extensions  of 
lines  was  in  accordance  with  the  opinion  of  the  City  Attorney. 

M^rley  Thompson,  owner  of  property  at  9th  and  Pacheco  Street, 
claimed  that  in    purchasing  of  property,  he  was  assured  of 
transportation  in  the  immediate  neighborhood,  and  that  if  the 
Commission  adhered  to  its  previous  decision,  that  he  would 
entertain  legal  relief, 

Walter  Swanson  reminded  the  Commission,  that  the  Forest  Hill 
District  was  an  unique  community  in  San  Francisco,  owning 
their  own  streets,  parks,  facilities,  etc.,  paying  taxes  to 
the  City  and  assessments  to  the  District  Association,  but  re- 
ceiving no  benefit  from  the  City  insofar  as  transportation  in 
the  district  was  concerned;  he  urged  the  Commission  to  re- 
consider its  previous  decision  and  route  the  line  via  Ortega 
Street,  instead  of  removing  transportation  away  from  the 
district, 

Sidney  Johnson,  a  practicing  engineer,  after  a  personal  survey 
of  the  proposed  routing,  stated  that  routing  via  Ortega  did  not 
present  any  particular  difficulty. 

!v!r.  Chas.  Wright  and  Mrs.    E.  F.  Hull,  also  pleaded  for  routing 
via  Ortega  Street,  claming  that  the  district  deserved  con- 
sideration because  of  past  patronage. 

nr.  Olson  of  the  Commission's  Engineering  Staff,  stated  that 
the  original  plan  of  routing  via  Moraga  Street  was  the  ideal; 
later,  at  the  Commission's  direction,  the  routing  was  changed 
to  run  via  Noriega  Street,  a  steeper  grade;  that  while  the 
route  over  Ortega  Street  was  possible,  he  was  opposed*,  because 
of  the  grade  at  the  curves;  these  curves  provide  considerable 
"train  on  equipment  and  further  constitute  a  traffic  hazard, 
because  of  tendencies    on  the  part  of  automobiles  drivers  to 
??gun??  motors  when  making  a  run    for  the  hill. 

At  this  Point,  Commissioner  Mc  Kee  made  a  motion,  that  the 
Commission  authorize  routing  from  9th  to  10th  Avenue,  via 
Ortega  Street, 

The  Commission  recessed  for  a  few  minutes,  and 
Commissioner  Mc  Kee's  motion,  being  seconded  by 
Commissioner  Swanson,  the  Commission  unanimously 
authorized  routing  of  the  No,  6  Line  from  9th 
Avenue,  west  over  Ortega  Street  to  10th  Avenue, 
thence  to  its  southerly  terminus. 
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Immediately  prior  to  the  recess  and  following  decision, 
President  Philip  F.  Land is,  made  the  following  remarks: 

At  no  time  had  the  Commission  in  re-routing  or  extending 
Municipal  Railway  lines  violated  the  provisions  of  the 
Charter;  the  Commission  followed  charter  requirements  in  the 
abandonment  of  service  on  20th  Avenue  and  in  the  case  of  the 
No.  4°  line,  in  both  instances,  the  Board  of  Supervisors 
concurring.    It  is  interesting  to  note  that  in  the  recent 
fare  adjustment ,  the  Commission  followed  necessary  charter 
provisions;  other  parties  Intervened,  and  the  matter  is  now 
before  the  Courts  for  adjudication.    The  City  has  spend  con- 
siderable money  in  engineering  studies  for  transportation 
and  the  reports  of  these  engineering  experts  merits  con- 
sideration; that,  in  the  light  of  engineering  recommendations 
providing  for  new  streets,  subways,  freeways,  no  obliga- 
tion necessarily  exists  making  it  mandatory  to  stay  on  a 
given  route.     In  the  matter  of  the  No.  6  Line,  the  Commi  s  s  1  on 
in  deference  to  the  requests  of  protestants,  at  its  meeting 
of  November  15,  1548,  compromised  by  routing  the  line  over 
Noriega  Street  and  plans  and  specifications  were  ordered 
prepared  for  public  bidding.    The  Commission  is  put  in  a 
very  trying  position,  if  following  decisions  and  the  prepara- 
tion of  plans  and  specifications,  other  groups  request  re- 
hearings  for  new  changes;  the  net  result  is  a  hampering  of 
the  Commission's  plan  for  a  modern,  safe  and  efficient 
transportation "system.    The  Commission  is  ever  aware  of  its 
responsibility  in  relation  to  traffic  hazards  and  hopes 
that  through  proper  routing,  new  equipment,  retiring  from 
service  old  equipment,  that  the  accident  rate  will  be  re- 
duced appreciably,-, .  .
